Thus the true status is that Claims 1-17 and 24 
are present and Claims 18-21 were previously cancelled. 

Cancel Claim 24 herewith without prejudice as an inadvertently retained claim directed to 
the non-elected invention. 

This leaves Claims 1-13, 15, 16 now taken upon appeal following this response. 

Note that Claims 14 was previously cancelled and Claim 24 is cancelled herewith 
so that those claims are not reproduced in the amended appendix (9).
